Allan Ryan Testifies He Gave $10,000 


and Sulzer Sought Aid of Barnes to 


Halt Impeachment. 


Albany, N. Y„ Oct. 7.—Harvey D. 
It Inman in a lengthy address opened 
Governor Sulzt c’s defense before the 
court of Impeachment. 
He 
devoted 
considerable time to the power M im­ 
peachment. 
Ile attacked the ineffi­ 
ciency of tho evidence offered by tho 
prosecution. He said there was not a 
particle of evidence to support the 
articles of impeachment.

He was greeted by se ve ra l thousand 
p erso n s , many of whom hail come from 
t h e provinces. Several of the welcom­ 
ing delegations were accompanied by 
bands. 
The Manchuria was met down the 
hat hor by a flotilla of steam launches, 
one of which took out Newton VV. Hil­ 
bert, of Fort Wayne, Ind., the vice 
governor. 
Governor General Harrison, on land­ 
ing. drove from the pier by a round­ 
about route to the Luneta, where he 
ieliv* red his inaugural address. 
Harriott's address embodied instruc­ 
tions received from President Wilson 
through 
Secretary 
Garrison 
stating 
oadly the administration's policy to­ 
ward the Philippines. The instructions 
tints embodied in the address were as

Such 
banks compose at least 75 per cent ol 
all the banks of the United States.”
